DRINKING DEADZY POISON 


An an Close . Walk with God is Nec- 
essary in These Awtul Days. 


PERSECUTIONS WERE PROMISED BY OUR LORD 





I suppose there is no other pa-] 
per in the world that would ven- 
ture to publish an article under 
the above title unless it would 
be te warn people against what 
they would call rank fanaticism, 
or in opposition to the Church of 
God. Butthe Church of God 
Evangel stands for the whole 
Bible and it is not afraid to car- 
ry anything mentioned therein. 

We mention this theme, not 
by our 0 but because 
of a num of requests from 
honest and sincere people that 
are anxious to know the truth. 
They really want to know if the 
drinking of any deadly thing is 
necessarily one of the signs that 
is to follow believers. 

Allof the other signs men- 
tioned in this wonderful chapter 
have been following our people, 
and if this is to be one of the 
signs they will soon be doing 
this, too. We are a very careful 
and considerate people,but when 
we learn anything in our won- 
derful Book, and are assured 
of it, we want to put it into 
practice so far as it is meant for 
us to do so. 

We are not much to theorize 
upon a subject, but we are bent 
on practice. This has lead us 
to venture into many things that 
others who profess the Christian 
religion shun and disdain. It 
is more than many can accept 
when we'‘cast out devils’’ in the 
name of Jesus. The theory has 
but little opposition, but when 
we get down to reality they of- 
ten shake their heads and walk 
away. 

The same is true very often 
of the tongues, and healing by 
the laying on of the hands. Peo- 
ple can read it over and feel but 
little in it, but when it is put in 
practice just like the Word 
reads they do not like it so well. 
This may be the spirit of Phari- 
seeism. Jesus said of them ‘‘For 
they say,anddonot. Math.2.:3. 
But if we do not put in practice 
what we read, ithe Bible is a 
dead letter to us and does us no 
good. 


Then when we break over 
their idea of consistency and 
sense of propriety, and take up 
serpents, they often try to con- 
vince usthat a part of the six- 
teenth chapter of Mark, from 
the eighth verse to the end, is 
not properly a part of the Bible. 
But no one has ever yet been 
successful in convincing us that 
any part of these sacred verses 
should be left out. Thus we go 
right on preaching and practic- 
ing—preaching and practicing. 

We acknowledge that devils 
have been cast out, and that we 
all speak with new tongues when 
we receive the Holy Ghost; and 






we take up the most poisonous 


serpents and handle them as 
fearless as we do babies; and 


we lay hands on the sick andl see 
them recover, but 
drinking the ‘‘deadly  thing’’ 
that comes in even before the 
laying on of hands for the heal- 
ing of the sick? That is the 
question that is occupying the 
minds of some of our progressive 
people. 

I have heard of some who are 
advocating that this sign must 
be put in practice the same as 
the others, while there are oth- 
ers that read itasif it only 
means that if some body should 
try topvison our people that they 
would drink the ‘*‘deadly thing”’ 
in their water or milk and feel 
noharm. They interpret it in 
this way because of the exact 
reading, viz., ‘‘And if they 
drink any deadly thing it shall 
not hurt then.”’? They say the 
word ‘“‘if’? signifies a dou)st, 
and that we may not necessarily 
have to do this as we do to cast 
out devils, speak in tongues, 
take up serpents and lay hands 
on the sick. 

There is one thing about this 
special point that we must not 
do—we must not get crossed up 
about it, and some teach it one 
way andsome another. It will 
be much better to let it read just 
like itis without putting our 
construction on it, than to ven- 
ture too far and disagree and 
probably grieve some tender 
lamb and wound the feelings of 
some that are conscientious, and 
sincere, and good, too. 


It surely wouldn’t do tu ignore 
the drinking of ‘‘any deadly 
thing,’’ and say it does not be- 
long inthe group. No, we are 
not going to leave it out. While 
Mark is the only oneof the 
writers that mentions this par- 
ticular theme,he is also the only 
one that tells about taking up 
the serpents, but his writing on 
this is not tobe ignored any 
more than the writings of Ma- 
thew, or Luke or John that re- 
cords some things that none of 
the others do, For instance, 
John is the only one that records 
the resurrection of Larzarus, but 
we all believe it, even if he is 
the only writer that tells about 
it. Again, John is the only one 
that gives the account of Peter 
cutting off the ear of the servant 
of the high priest. So if 
Mark IS the only one that re- 
cords this about the poison, we 
believe it just as much as we do 
about the raising of 
from the dead. 


We will be compelled to ad- 
mit that the drinking of ‘any

deadly thing’’is one of the signs, 
because it is first written, ‘‘and 


|

all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. ” Acts 2:4- 
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these signs shall follow them 
that believe,” and when they 
are enumerated or pointed out 
one by one, “if they drink any 








deadly thing?’ is among the 
number with no exemption. The 
only difference between this 
'fourth sign and the others is the 
way it is expressed. Notice the 
contrast, ‘‘They SHALL take up 
SERPENTS,”?? but the other 
reads, ‘And IF theydrink any 
DEADLY thing it SHALL not 
hurt them.” 

Now it isa fact that an ex- 
tremely close walk with God is 
necessary in these awful days. 
We have to practice what we 
preach, or be nothing above the 
oldtime Pharisees in that re- 
spect; and we have to ‘*Preagch 
the word” (2 Tim. 4:2) or be 
disloyal to Him that called us. 
And these signs are a part of the 
Word the same as tithing, feet 
washing, sanctification andthe 
Holy Ghost. We will be disloy- 
alif we do not preach tithing 
and hypocrites if we preach the 
doctrine and do not practice it. 
We will be disloyal if we do not 
preach feet washing, sanctifica- 
tion andthe Holy Ghost, and we 
will be hypocritical! if we preach 
these themes to others and do 
not try to put themin practice 
in our own lives. Thus it is with 
the signs. 


Where every individual will 
be endued with the power sufli- 
cient to cast out devils, or take 
up serpents, or heal the sick by 
the laying on of the hands, may 
bea question among some, but 
it is 10 question about whether 
they will do these things if op- 
portunity affords and the power 
isgiven them for that special 
service; and when people are 
iiving extremely close tc God 
He usually givesthe power when 
it is neeced for any special pur- 
pose. Then I wish to repeat that 
anextremely close walk with 
God is necessary in these awful 
days, so that we can demonstrate 
the very thing we preach, and 
put in practice the teachings of 
the blessed old Bible. 

God has not given these things 
to mock us. They are not pre- 
served merely as a matter of 
literature or thrilling impossi- 
bilities to excite the readers. 
Everything in that Book has its 
place in leading men to 
God and preparing them for the 
wonderful world to come. These 
signs are notan exception, even

And the putting of poison 
in our drinks to kill us has the 
appearance of persecution to 
me, and if such should be perse- 
cution it could hardly be said in 
every case that ‘if they drink 
any deadly thing it shall not 
hurt them.” Persecution often 
kills; and too often for us to 
accept the view as given above. 
Then, too, if the poison should 
be put inthe drink asa means 
of persecution, it wonld remove 
the fact of it being a sign, and 
place it in the catalogue of per- 
secutions viz.: ‘*Cruel mockings 
and scourgings, yea, moreover of 


bonds and imprisonment: 
They © were stoned, they 
were sawn asunder, were 
tempted, were slain with the 
sword, etc. Heb. 11:6, 37. 


But itis clear that the drinking 
of ‘‘any deadly thing” is one of 
the signs among the others that 
are to follow believers, and not 
a matter of persecution. It can- 
not be said of the other = signs 
that they are persecutions, and 
as this one is among them it is 
not necessarily isolated from 
them in this respect, Then we 
will surely have to look else- 
where for the correct explana- 
tion. 

The other view as_ mentioned 
above is, that, as itis a sign, 
ery individual should 
power to deliberately «drink 
down poison and have no harm 
come from it.

But I fully believe it will 
be a more frequent occurrence in 
these last days. Eusebius, the 
noted historian of tie early

yearsof Christianity, and who 
continues the history closelyfol- 
lowing the acts of the apostles, 
gives an account of Barsabas 
(Acts 1:23) whom he states 
drank deadly poison. I give it 
in his own words :**Another won- 
derfulevent happened respect- 
ing Justus, surnamed Barsabas, 
who, though he drank a deadly 
poison, experienced nothing in- 
jurious, through the grace of 
God. This same Justus is men- 
tioned in the book of Acts, after 
the resurrection, as the one over 
whom, together with Matthias, 
the holyapostles prayed,in order 
to fill up their number, by cast- 
ing lots, to supply the piace cf 
Judas the traitor.”—Kusebius’ 
history page lls, 

It should be remembered that 
itis not expected that every fol- 
ower of Jesus demonstrate this 
sigu, and the probability is that 
very iewwilldo it. And it no 
one does it, that is not proof that 
there is no salvation among us. 
It is not a proof of salvation, but 
only a demonstration of God’s 
grace and power. The same 
might be said of all the signs, 
but we want to walk so close to 
iod that we will be able to 
demonstrateHis wonderful grace 
and power by performing these 
miraculous things with freqency, 

As we draw nearer the end, 
and closer to the coming of the 
Lord, the greater and more fre- 
quent will be adisplay of the 
signs and wonders. Heb. 2:4.

There is no power with which 
we can do so much harm or,good, 
as with the tongue. Deprive us 
of speech and our greatest ave.

isa fire, a world iniquity,’’ 
and how great a matter it kind- 
leth! The tongue is surely a 
dangerous member, there is no 
safety around an_ unbridled 
tongue, and if the tongue is 
bridled, the whole body is con- 
trolled. 

It seems that a man whose 
tongue is allowed to go free and 
uncontrolled cannot be pleasing 
toGod “If any man among 
you seem to be religious and 
bridleth not his tongue, but de- 
cieveth his own heart, this man’s 
religion is vain.’? Jas. 1:26. 
Notice this, a man whose tongue 
isnot bridled, is deceived, and 
has a vain religion, that means 
empty.
